On Wednesday arrived the Ship Hannah, 
Capt. A. McQuaker, Commander, having on 
board as passengers Richard Woodhause, 
Esq. the Hon’bie F. Semple, Surgeon, and 
Mr. Johu Mills, RN. 

The Hannah, respecting which so much 
apprehension had been felt, has had a tedious 
and eventful voyage from England; in. the 
course of the voyage however, the gallant 
erew of this Merchant Vessel, has performed 
as singular a naval exploit, as we ever rememe 
ber to have had the satisfaction of recording. 
She beat off and was only prevented by the
